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The Job of Mr. Speaker 


_ Nobody is going to be seriously dis- 
turbed about the flaying J. Harper Prowse 
imposed upon Premier Manning nor about 
the castigation which Premier Manning 
levelled, with equal grace, agajnst Mr. 
Prowse. 

These hot political exchanges indicate 
vigor in government. And even if the dis- 
pute descends to personalities, which Pre- 
mier Manning deplores, the warrath and 
acrimony of the debate are still whole- 
some, 

It is a healthy practice when politicians 
tear off one another’s skins and throw 
them over the fence to dry. It shows, at 
least, that the dry rot of lethargy, the 
most pernicious disease of government, 
has not set in. 

But if Mr. Prowse’s attack was whole- 
some and if Premier Manning’s response 
was wholesome, that word cannot be ap- 

lied to the behavior of the Speaker of the 
House. 

We intimated in this space, the other 
day, that Mr. Speaker had somewhat 
missed the point of his duty in failing to 
silence Arthur Wray in his vague babbling 
about bribery in the gas export applica- 
tions. 

This was a sin of omission. 

Mr. Speaker erred on the positive side 
when he undertook to confuse and inter- 
fere with Mr. Prowse in the recent delivery 
of Mr. Prowse’s speech of criticism. 

His allegation, for instance, that some- 
one else had written Mr. Prowse’s speech 
was silly and incompatible with the high 
office he holds. 


It is our understanding that Mr. Speaker 
functions as an impartial officer of the 
legislature sworn to enforce justly the 
rules of procedure in the legislature, 

It is not his business to get into fights. 
It is not his business even to hold coats. 
He is just supposed to sit there and see 
fair play. 

Mr, Speaker has gone somewhat be- 
yond that and it is perturbing. 

The opposition plays a highly important 
part in our system of government, And the 
smaller the opposition, the more noise it 
must make and the more colorful must be 
its methods. 

Thus, while many will deplore the terms 
of Mr. Prowse’s attack on Mr. Manning, in 
the belief, which we share, that the pre- 
mier is giving sound and intelligent - 
ernment, none can quarrel with his right 
to speak his mind boldly without any 
sniping from the Speaker who is not sup- 
posed to bear political arms, 

The Speaker, of course, is of the party 
in power. His sympathies are naturally 
with the party in power. But he is not sup- 
posed to fight for that party. 

In thus virtually taking a hand in the 
debate, Mr. Speaker creates the fear that 
the government is becoming intolerant of 
opposition criticism, 

He creates the fear that the govern- 
ment may be getting a trifle big-headed 
with its overwhelming majority. 

And that is a pity because political 
arrogance is the one sure way for a party 
to commence the process of its own dis- 
solution. 


Civic Centre Charter Amendment 


The city council does right to prepare 
and ask for a charter amendment giving 
it the power to grant tax allowances, con- 
cessions and exemptions in the case of 
such development projects as proposed by 
L. E. Detwiler of New York. 

Such power should be possessed by the 
council on general principles so that when 
the Detwiler plan or any other plan comes 
before it, quick and authoritative decisions 
may be made. 

It should be thoroughly understood 
by the public, however, that the passage 
of this amendment does not necessarily 
imply approval of all details of the 
Detwiler proposal. 

For instance, many believe, with some 
justification, that the annual return to 
the city mentioned in the proposal should

It is none of our business in Canada 
what the medical associations in the 
United States may do or not do about 
disciplinary action in the case of Dr. Her- 
mann Sander who, according to the New 
Hampshire jury's verdict, shot air into 
the veins of a dead cancer patient. 

Dr. Sander obviously played the fool. 
He admitted that he performed his ghou- 
lish experiment when “something snap- 
ped” in his mind. 

It would be nice to know, somehow, 
that Dr. Sander would not have a further 
opportunity to do foolish things in case 
of another mind-snap. 

A live patient might be the object of 
his impulse next time. Who can tell? 

All this, however, is the affair of the 
United States medical authorities. 

And the only interest we in Canada 
have in it is that if Dr, Sander is permitted

A specific annual guarantee to the city 
would change the situation entirely.

Grants 

Editor, Bulletin—It is noted in 
my recent letter on schoo! grants 
I was shown in error as secretary- 
treasurer of the Killam School 
Division. I have to advise that I 
am only one of the trustees, who 
are forced by the policies of the 
government to requisition for ex- 
orbitant schoo] taxation. 

It appears that to cover up for 
the failure of the government to 
assume its responsibility, the 
minister of education reminded 
the legislature that expenditures 
by his department had increased 
from $2,428,000 in 1936 to $11,220,- 
770 in 1950 but he failed to tell 
the whole story. 

The estimated revenue from 
gas and oi! in 1936 was only $300,- 
000 and $18,865,000 in 1950; the 
fuel oil tax jumped from $2,550,- 
000 in 1836 to $9,800,000 in 1950; 
the dominion grants from $2,000,- 
000 in 1936 to over $18,000,000 in 
1950 and liquor profits from $2,- 
200,000 in 1936 to $10,300,000 in 
1950. This gives an increase on 
these items alone of $49,915,000 
with low collection costs. 

Then deduct the estimated $1,- 
966,400 from income and corpora- 
tion tax in 1936 and add the 
present over-all cash surplus of 
$23,500,000 and we find there is 
an additional $70,450,600 to spend 
over 1936. 

The cry of the government in 
1936 was “where is the money to 
come from?” but the people are 
now wondering where it is all 
going to, with no relief in sight 
for overburdened taxpayers on 
property. 

The minister also stated eleven 
Schoo! Divisions adjacent to Ed- 
monton received 54% in 1948 and 
49.5% in 1949 of their total cost. 
This is hard to believe when we 
consider the greatly increased 
assessment on oll refineries etc., 
and the large assessable value of 
personal property of the oi] com- 
panies in the area adjacent to Ed- 
monton, where it would seem that 


the equalization grant should 
work in reverse.

Editor, Bulletin — One of your 
letter correspondents writes in 
keen fashion concerning the 
farmers’ vita! interest in what he 
describes as “the continuing fight 
to secure natural gas for United 
States’ consumption.” 

When I sée contemporary 
trends in pipelining Aiberta's 
precious “black gold” across the 


line without, apparently, as 
much as @ “thank you” o1 “by 
your leave” from Parliament Hill 
—J fee! that “Citizen” is on the 
right track, in alerting public 
opinion in this vital problem; 
end, parlicularly, in de‘ining the 


relationship between potential 
gas supplies, forty-five million 
people in seventeen of the United 
States whose industrialists would 
like to draw upon our gas re- 
sources, and the probable needs 
of prairie farmers “to conserve 
these natural gas reserves for 
future use,” 

I was particularly struck by 
this point; “Gas can provide 
him (the farmer) with fertiliz- 
ers, light, heat and power—the 
great essentials for the modern 
farm, It is an abundant source of 
chemical fertilizers to be drawn 
from when the natural fertility 
of the soil has been exhausted, 
and when the land becomes un- 
productive and impoverished. 
Already the wheat index produc- 
tion per acre is steadily on the 
decline...” 

This final assertion made me 
hungry for more specific infor- 
mation, for it just meshed with 
the following related—but very 
different — note in a story on 
“Land Science” in an American 
farm paper: “In ten years. from 
1987 through 1946, acre yields of 
major crops in the U.S, jumped 
by as much as 40 per cent Wheat 
yields rose from an average of 
13.5 bushels to the acre in tne 
years 1927-36 to more than 16 
bushels in the next decade. Corn 
yields increased from iess than 
23 bushels to more than 31, cot- 
ton moved forward from 180 
pounds to 255 pounds.”

Punishment 


Editor, Bulletin—Capital pun- 
ishment seems unfair to me in 
this way. If you murder one 
man you are put to death. If you 
murder two men the same pro- 
cedure is carried out, and so on 
and so forth. 

You could murder twenty-five 
men and you get no more than 
for taking one man’s life. 

Would it not be a lot fairer if 
when you are found gullty of 
murdering one man you were put 
to work for 25 years.

I think this would be especially 
good for the young men under 
2 years of age.

Editor, Bulletin—Since there 
have been a few fatal accidents 
recently due to not knowing the 
nature of natural gas in its uses,

In the gas bylaw No, 1239, 
subsection (b) of section 603, we 
read the following: 

“All forced air heating, air 
conditioning or ventilating equip- 
ment shall be provided with a 
high limit temperature controller 
which will shut off the fuel sup- 
ply to the burners in the event of 
fan valve, blower, or motor 
failure or overheating of the heat 
exchanger or the plenum cham- 
ber.” 

What I would like to know is 
how a high limit temperature 
control will shut off fuel supply 
when the valve fails. Such ex- 
planations may be very useful not 
only to me, but to many others 
who may read same incidentally.

As Consolation
